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OUR ENGLISH CORRESPONDENCE. ~ 
Loxpox, March 15, 1870. 

A cHaANceERY suit of great antiquarian interest has 
just been tried here which I think deserves a place 
in these columns, if for no other reason, because 
some of the evidence adduced shows that complaints 
of the decay of literature and corruption of manners 
were as rife 350 years ago as they are now. The 
suit grew out of the claim of the “ Wardens and 
Commonalty of the Mystery of Mercers’’ of London 
to the estate in fee of the Dean Colet estates, sub- 
ject to the charge of maintaining St. Paul’s School 
in a proper state of efficiency. This claim was re- 
sisted by the School, whose contention was that the 
Mercers’ Company hold these estates merely as 
trustees for St. Paul’s School. Dr. John Colet, who 
was Dean of St. Paul’s in the earlier part of Henry 
VIII.’s reign, and son and heir of Sir Henry Colet, 
mercer and twice Lord Mayor of London, having de- 
termined to dispose of his estate in such a manner 
as might more efficiently reform “ Cristendome— 
nowe sorrowfully decayed bothe in goode manners 
and cleane literature” by training children “ in 
faithe and charitie, in wysdom and goode lyvynge, 
in goode letters and laudable conversacion,” in 
1510 applied to King Henry VIII. for a license to 
“ geve and mortyse landies and tenementis of the 
clere yerely value of fifty and three poundis in the 
countie of Buk” to some corporate body for the 
endowment of the school founded by him in St. 


Paul’s churehyard, and which “the honest, sub- | 


stanciall, and faithfull crafte of the mercers of Lon- 
don’’ were made “overlookers and surveyors, sup- 
portours and mayteners,’’ because his father 
had been oneof them. In 2 Henry VIII. this ap- 


plication was entertained and letters-patent were | 


issued enabling the Mercers’ Company to acquire 
and receive lands to the clear annual value of £53. 
In pursuance of these letters-patent Dean Colet 
conveyed 1995 acres of land in Buckinghamshire 
to the Mercers’ Company “to hold to the company 
and their successors forever for the continuation of 
a certain school in the churchyard of the said 
Church of St. Paul, for the instructing of boys in 
the said school in good manners and literature,

quence.’’ The Vice-Chancellor decided the Mer- 
cers’ Company held the estates merely as trustees 
for St. Paul's School. 

There has been an interesting sale of autographs 
recently. They were collected by the late Mr. 
Burn. A long letter from General Washington on 
the agriculture of the United States (probably pub- 
lished in Sparks’ Writings of Washington, I have 
not immediately the opportunity to search them), 
addressed to Sir John Sinclair, fetched $175 gold ; a 
letter from Anne, Countess of Pembroke, dated 
Ragland, August 11, sending a present of venison, 
hesitated whether pepper and salt should not be 
added, but reflecting on the distance which sepa- 
rated her and her correspondent, determined to re- 
frain from adding them, lest he might have thought 
‘my wit needed the salt rather than the venison ;” 
two letters from Charles Lamb, one to Bernard Bar- 
ton, expressing his opinion that Blake’s ‘‘ Canter- 
bury Pilgrims” was superior to Stothard’s treat- 
ment of the same subject, the other merely a brief 
note signed “ Elia,” fetched $37 gold; a collection 
of letters from many eminent people of the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries to members of the 
Savile family fetched $78 gold, etc.

An ancient book was, however, in the 
possession of the Mercers’ Company, which was 
entitled “‘ Evidences of Dean Colet’s Lands,’ and 
contained a preface alleged to have been written by 
the dean himself, in which; after setting forth his 
views in founding the school, etc., he goes on to 
state that in order that the Mercers’ Company should 
not be compelled to produce theirevidence, he had 
caused this book to be written, “in which is con- 
teyned the very ensamples and copies of all the 
writtyngs and muniments to the said matter appar- 
teignyng as hereafter appereth, unto whiche booke 
they may resort from tyme to tyme, to have in it 
as sufficient instrucsion as thoughe they looked in 
the very origynalls.” In this book is to be found 
the application to “ mortyse” made to Henry VIIL, 
the letters-patent thereupon granted, the several 
grants, Dean Colet’s will, and the ordinances he 
made for the government of the school, etc. In 
these ordinances there is this passage: “I say that 
ffilthyness and all such abusy on which the fatt 
blynde worlde brought yn which more rather may 
be called blotterature than litterature, I utterly

There are 626 magazines and Reviews published 
here ; 251 of them are of a decidedly religious 
character. 

A correspondent of “ Notes and Queries” makes

pole ‘Earl of Oxford;’ but we can hardly be 80 
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charitable to a third, who tells us ‘ Chalcographi- 
mania’ was written by Caulfield, when we know he 
actually prepared an affidavit of denial to be sworn 
at Bow Street, and that it was one of the perpetra- 
tions of the Shakspearian forger, W. H. Ireland ; 
or to a fourth, who assures us that Limbird’s ‘ Mir- 
ror’ was edited by the author of ‘Curiosities of 
Literature;’ or finally to a fifth, who advertises 
‘My Pocket Book; or Hints for a Ryghte Mer- 
rie and Conceitede Tour’ (1808), with ‘query by 
Thomas Hood’ (then at the ripe age of seven), in- 
stead of by Edward Eubois. I have only to add, in 
sorrow, that all these slips occur in one month’s is- 
sue.” This complaint puts me in mind of an odd 
mistake made in Nagler’s “ Kiinstler-Lexicon” re- 
corded in Disraeli’s “Curiosities of Literature :” 
“Some years ago the relative merits of George 


Cruikshank and his brother were contrasted in an | 


English review, and George was spoken of as ‘ the 
real Simon Pure’—the first who had illustrated 
‘Scenes of Life in London.’ Unaware of the real 
significance of a quotation which has become pro- 


verbial among us, the German editor begins his | 


memoir of Cruikshank by gravely informing us 
that he is an English artist ‘whose real name is 
Simon Pure!’ Turning to the artists under letter P, 
we accordingly read: ‘ Pure (Simon), the real name 
of the celebrated caricaturist, George Cruikshank.’” 

Lawyers, the banks, and public offices still use 
the quill, and other persons cling to the “ gray 


goose” quill, for it still forms an important branch of | 


trade. While quills in numbers may be had in the 
city and West-end stationers’ shops, in other parts 
of London and its suburbs they are rarely to be 
purchased. When steel pens were introduced the 


Sheffield cutlers felt great apprehensions the pen- | 


knife trade would decay. At present every sta- 
tioner sells fifty penknives where formerly he sold 
one. 

Prof. Fraser, of Edinburgh, is preparing a new 
edition of Bishop Berkeley’s works for the Claren- 
don Press, enriched by a good many unpublished 
MSS., a life of Berkeley, an analysis of his philoso- 
phy, and numerous notes. It is announced for 
Christmas. . . . A classified catalogue of all the 
MSS. in the British Museum will soon be placed at 
the command of all frequenters of the reading room. 

I have repeatedly noticed in the American news- 
papers (more than once even in the Pusiisuers’ 
CincULAR) complaints made of the insufficient 
notice given bibliopoles in the United States of book 
auctions held here. May I express an opinion, 
these complaints are unfounded? In the majority 
of book auctions which take place in this country, 
it is absolutely impossible to keep the books to- 
gether for weeks after the catalogue has been pre- 
pared—and it would take at the least two months, 
perhaps longer, to catalogue libraries, print the 
catalogues, send them to the States, and receive 
orders. Imagine our book-auctioneers obliged to 
keep libraries for two mouths on their shelves! 
They would require premises ten times their present 
size. Moreover, the American orders are not worth 
such pains as these. Last year, when the cele- 
brated collection of American (chiefly Mexican) 
printed books was sold at Leipzig, care was taken 
to give to the States ample notice of the auction. 
Catalogues were sent to all persons likely to be 
buyers. What was the reward of all these pains? 
An order from California for two works !* It seems 





* Our correspondent is clearly misinformed on this point. 
The most extensive purchaser at the Andrade sale at Leipzig 
was the London agent of a San Francisco firm, and many other 
large purchases were made by American houses through their 
European agents. Mr Sabin, the junior partner of the New 
York house, went expressly to Europe to attend the sale of 
these books. 
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| to me some misconception exists in America about 
the importance of book sales here. There is always 
/open here a much more extensive and varied mar- 
| ket for old books than the auctioneers’ rooms—this 
| market is to be found in the innumerable second- 
hand bookshops which are so numerous in this 
city, and are scattered all over the three kingdoms. 
My impression is that this market is not only more 
extensive and varied than the other, but it is 
cheaper than the latter. This opinion was con- 
firmed by the following letter, which appeared some 
months since in the “ Athenzum :” “ Very recently 
1 (Mr. R. Denny Urlen, a member of the Royal 
Irish Academy) happened to be present at the sale 
by auction of a large library. An old book sold for 
| thirteen pounds and odd shillings, amidst much 
surprise on the part of those present at the extent 
of the bidding. A well-known dealer who was 
present exclaimed, not sotto voce, but so as to be 
heard by all bystanders, ‘ There is an example of 
be purchase for the B(ritish) M(useum); if I had 
offered that volume to them last week for fifty 
shillings they would not have taken it; but as the 
| sale is a public one, their agent buys it for five 
times the money.’” Again, the catalogues of the 
| second-hand bookshops continually draw attention 
|to the lower prices they ask compared with the 
'sums of money fetched at auction by the same edi- 
tions of the same books, bound in the same man- 
|ner. If any of yomr readers are pursuing a particu- 
lar study, or are forming a library to embrace given 
subjects, let them follow the system adopted by 
the authorities of the British Museum. You know 
their desire is to collect for the Museum library the 
cream of the literature of all languages of the world. 
Where a language is not prolific of books, they de- 
|sire to purchase all which appear. To execute 
'this design the authorities of the Museum have 
given Messrs. Triibner & Co. a standing order to 
bny all books which come within the scope of this 
| scheme, while some officer of the Museum (the late 
| Mr. Watts for many years discharged this office) 
keeps note of all works of such literatures asked 
for unsuccessfully by frequenters of the Museum, 
/and others he meets in his researches among the 
marginal notes (containing the authorities of works) 
of books already in the library. These notes are 
given Messrs. Triibner & Co., and they hunt forthe 
works mentioned until they are obtained. When 
I tell you these hunts sometimes take place in 
Russia, Turkey, Persia, India, Mexico, you will not 
be surprised to learn they occasionally last for 
years. Mr. Triibner is one of the best bibliogra- 
phers in England ; he speaks six languages fluently, 
reads at least a dozen others, and is thoroughly 
conversant with their bibliography. I would en- 
gage persons who wish a particular class of second- 
hand books (and, I need scarcely say, all but cur- 
rent books are to be obtained only second-hand) to 
order Messrs. Triibner & Co. to purchase all that come 
under their notice until so many pounds have been 
expended. The money must, of course, accompany 
the order, or it will not receive attention. By giv- 
ing such an order, and by giving the reasons for 
dissatisfaction with the works sent (some errors of 
judgment may be expected at first), the American 
student may in a very short time ubtain the cream 
of the English second-hand book market as tho- 
roughly, as satisfactorily, and as cheaply as if he 
were wearing out his shoes in our streets. As I 
think you will find it interesting, I shall hereafter 
jot down in these letters such books as I may meet 
while strolling among the book-stalls. My atten- 
tion shall chiefly be directed to books relating to 
America, but I shall feel at liberty to call attention 
occasionally to works on other subjects.

books and large stores of literary criticism; and | 


a copious necrology, which is an invaluable aid to 
historical and biographical students. ° 

If we could have but one uninspired work in our 
library, we should choose the ‘‘ Gentleman’s Maga- 
zine.” In 1792 Gibbon, the historian of the Roman 
Empire, suggested to Nichols to publish a selection 
from the work; and this hint led to a selection 
of the articles from the “ Gentleman’s Magazine,” by 
John Walker, of New College, second edition, Ox- 
ford, London, 1811, 4 vols. ; 3d edition, 1814, 4 
vols., 8vo. 

The “ Monthly Review” was commenced by Ralph 
Griffith, in 1749, and continued by him until his 
death in 1803. It survived until 1842. Unlike the 
“ Gentleman’s Magazine,’’ which now commands a 
comparatively good price, it is or was freely offered 
by the London booksellers for a very small sum. 
It contains a vast amount of interesting matter, and 
is especially valuable to the bibliographer and 
student of literary history. Here we may see the 
impressions made upon critics by authors, some of 
which afterwards became famous in their genera- 
tion, and will be famous to all generations! Here 
too, we can amuse ourselves with comparing the 
prophecies, favorable or adverse, of the critics, 
with the verdict of posterity upon the productions 
reviewed. But on these themes we must not now 
linger. In future numbers we may resume a sub- 
ject so full of interest to the man of letters.

Disuonesty 1x ApveRtTIsINc.—Under this heading 
the London “ Bookseller’ gives an account of a 
recent case which was tried in the Court of Chan- 
cery on the 28th February last, between Messrs. 
Hawtin & Sons, wholesale stationers of Paternos- 
ter Row, and the proprietor of the “ Stationer and 
Fancy Trades Register.” The complaint was “ that 
the plaintiffs were induced to advertise therein, 
and pay £4 1s. 3d. for the insertion of 4500 speci- 
mens of Papeterie in one of the numbers of the 
“‘Stationer,’’? which specimens it was discovered 
were not all inserted, but the overplus converted 
by the defendant to his own use, and sold. The 
bill, therefore, prayed that the defendant might be 
restrained from selling any more, that he should 
deliver up all that he had on hand, account for all 
that were sold, and that the usual costs and dam- 
ages might be awarded. It appears that Messrs. 
Hawtin were induced to advertise in the “Sta- 
tioner,” under the belief that the circulation was 
large,and accordingly sent 4500 specimens of their 
Papeterie, the charge for which was to be £3 10s. 
Od., the price of an ordinary page of advertise- 
ments, and lls. 3d. for mounting the specimens. 
Some time afterwards, it was brought to their 
notice that Messrs. Dean were selling the “St. 
Paul’s Papeterie ;’’ and Messrs. Hawtin, after pro- 
per inquiries, and having ascertained the truth of 
the rumor, commenced proceedings. It was then 
admitted by the defendants that not one-half of 
the 4500 Papeteries received had been inserted in 
the “Stationer,” that the surplus had by some 
accident got into stock, and that some of them had 
been sold. An offer was then made to return all 
that were unsold, and pay for the remainder. This 
was declined; but eventually the case was settled 
by arrangement, Mr. Dean paying for all the sur- 
plus Papeteries, and costs.” Giving exaggerated 
accounts of the circulation of a periodical is by no 
means confined to English publishers, but is also 
the practice among many collectors of advertise- 
ments for American publications. In cases where 
figures are quoted, advertisers would do well to 
make some inquiry before accepting the statement 
as correct, and to recollect that large circulations, 
even when bona fide, are not necessarily good ones. 
Class journals appeal only to a limited number of 
readers, and beyond this particular class, their cir- 
culation, however large, so far as the advertisers 
are concerned, is useless. Journals of this kind de- 
pend in a great measure upon their advertisements 
for support, and if the prices at which these are 
often taken, be compared with the immense circu- 
lation they profess to have, it will at once be seen 
by all who are familiar with the cost of paper and 
print, that the figures in many cases must be false, 
because the price would be less than the cost of 
type-setting and paper.

and subsequently was his lecture-agent in his pro- 
vincial lecturing tour. Mr. Hodder’s reminiscen- 
ces show Thackeray in a very good light, and are 
crowded with racy anecdotes of persons about whom 
the reading world jis naturally very anxious. 
Among other noteworthy matters in Mr. Hodder’s 
pleasant book is his account of “Punch”—its origin, 
writers, and artists—and his records of the Satur- 
day dinners of the “Punch” folks, with Henry Bay- 
lis, wit and good-fellow, in the chair. 


Tue Historica Manoscript.—The commission 
of eminent literary men and antiquarians, appoint- 
ed by the British government to hunt after, look 
through, and report upon historical documents, in 
public keeping or private property, have published 
an account of their work so far. The chief discovery 
was made in London, in the House of Lords, where, 
among 29,507 documents, were found autograph 
letters of Charles the First, taken at Naseby, and 
afterwards suppressed by the Parliament, and the 
original MS. of the Book of Common Prayer an- 
nexed to the Statue 13 and 14 Car. II. c. 4. Next 
come fifteen Anglo-Saxon charters, ranging from 
A. D. 624 to 1062, in the Hatton Collection. Then 
come 72 original letters of Queen Mary of Scot- 
land; Lord St. Germans’s seven autograph letters 
of Gibbon, of which some are on his Parliamentary 
career, about which so little is known ; the Ushaw- 
College letters of Pope; Lord Macclesfield’s unpub- 
lished letters of Prior; Correspondence of Stepney 
and of Cressett ; Mr. Phelips’s fresh documents re- 
lating to the Gunpowder Plot ; letters from Henry 
the Seventh and Eighth, Cardinal Wolsey, Eliza- 
beth of York, &. The college and corporation 
collections include Anglo-Saxon and early charters, 
statutes of religious and of trade guilds, account 
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illustrating the social history of early England, &c. 
The further results of this inquiry will be looked 
for with expectant hope. 

Now and then a good thing turns up in the auto- 
graph catalogues. Mr. Waller, of the Temple 
Book Depot, 58 Fleet Street, London, has some of 
these in No. 81 of his catalogue. For example, a 
warrant issued by order of Queen Elizabeth, in the 
37th year of her reign (December, 1594), more than 
six years after the defeat of the Spanish Armada,

Lastly, from Thomas Campbell, 
author of “ Pleasures of Hope,” a letter with ori- 
ginal poem, three verses of eight lines each, begin- 
ning—

is in some respects unique we have transferred the 
following account of it from our file of the “ Book- 
seller,” with a few additions and corrections, bring- 
ing the account down to the present date. 


The House of Rivington.—One of the last lin- | 


gerers of the London signs was that of the Bible 
and Crown in St. Paul’s Churchyard, or rather in 
Paternoster Row. It was origivally put up in 1711 
as the new sign of the house in which Richard 
Chiswell, who was styled by Dunton the “ Metro- 
politan of Booksellers,” so many years carried on 
business. On his death, in 1711, the business 
passed into the hands of the first of a family of 
booksellers, whose name is familiar to every reader 
of religious books in every part of the world wher- 
ever the English language is spoken — Charles 
Rivington, who succeeded Chiswell. He was born 
at Chesterfield, Derbyshire, towards the close of the 
seventeenth century, and, in early life, evinced such 
a taste for the perusal of theological books, that his 
friends determined to send him to London, that he 
might become a theological bookseller. He was 
apprenticed to a Mr. Matthews, and in 1711 ac- 
quired the freedom of the city, and carried on a 
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| flourishing business in St. Paul’s Churchyard until 
/his death in 1742. Unlike too many of the pro- 

fession in the present day, Mr. Rivington was de- 
| votedly attached to his business, and appears to 
‘have been desirous of making it serve the best 
interests of the time in which he lived by produc- 
ing many excellent manuals of devotion, and simi- 
lar practical works. Amongst others he published 
an edition of “Thomas a’Kempis’ Imitation of 
Christ,” edited by his friend the well known John 
Wesley, then a fellow of Lincoln College, Oxford. 
|In 1739, he suggested to another friend, Samuel 
| Richardson, the composition of that novel which so 

delighted our mothers, our grandmothers, and our 

great-grandmothers—‘“ Pamela.’’? This was suc- 

cessfully brought out under his auspices. He 

married Eleanor Pease, a native of the county of 

Durham, by whom he hid six children. He died 

in 1742, and Samuel Richardson acted as one of 

his executors. He was succeeded in the business 

by his sons John and James, who jointly carried it 

on for several years, when they separated, John 

remaining in the old business, while James joined 
'a Mr. Fletcher and commenced another, also in St. 

Paul’s Churchyard, where he remained some time 

and carried on a successful trade. Amongst other 

works he brought out a “History of England,” by 
| Smollett, first in numbers which made four quarto 

volumes, and then another edition in seven vol- 
|umes 8vo. By this work alone he cleared no less 

than £10,000, a larger sum than had ever before 
| been made by one book. Unfortunately for himself 
| he was bitten by the mania then prevalent, and paid 

more attention to Newmarket races than to business, 

and a failure was the result. Emigration presented 

a chance of retrieving his position, and in 1760 he 

started for the New World, where he again com- 
|menced business in Philadelphia, and afterwards 
|at New York. Here, in April, 1762 he commenced 
| the celebrated “Gazette,’’? and, as he advocated 

British interests and took the loyal side, he became 
| the common butt of the opposition, and eventually 
| so obnoxious that one of the sons of liberty broke 
} into his premises with a troop of light horse, de- 
| stroyed his presses and carried away the loyal type, 
which, on trial. was found to make capital repub- 
lican bullets. Rivington then came back to London, 
where he obtained the appointment of King’s printer 
for America, and returned, taking with him new 
| type, presses, &c., and recommenced the publication 
of his “‘ Royal Gazette,” which he carried on till the 
withdrawal of the royal troops. He had managed 
to make his peace with the other party, his enemies 
| said, by sending them intelligence, and carried on 
the paper after the removal of the King’s coat of 
arms, but was soon obliged to give it up for want of 
support. He continued to reside at New York till 
the time of his death in 1802 or 1803. He was 
twice married, first to Miss Minshull, of Charlton 
Hall, Lancashire, and secondly to Miss Van Horn, 
of New York. Some of his descendants are still 
living in the United States, and “ Rivington” is still 
the name of one of the streets of New York. The 
wit of Rivington’s “ Gazette’’ appears to have been 
| very offensive to some of the Americans, and they 
were very liberal of their promises as to what they 
would do when they got him into their power; but 
he had a large amount of tact, and we suspect was 
very much of the gentleman also. He used to tell 
a capital story of his interview with Ethan Allen, 
one of the republican heroes who paid him a visit 
for the purpose of administering a “licking.” He 
says, “I was sitting alone, after a good dinner, with 
a bottle of Madeira before me, when I heard an unu- 
sual noise in the street and a huzza from the boys. 
I was in the second story, and stepping to the win- 
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dow saw a tall figure in tarnished regimentals, with 
a large cocked hat and an enormous long sword, 
followed by a crowd of boys, who occasionally 
cheered him with huzzas of which he seemed in- 
sensible. He came up to my door and stopped. I 
could see no more, my heart told me it was Ethan 
Allen. I shut my window and retired behind my 
table and my bottle. I was certain the hour of 
reckoning had come. There was no retreat. Mr. 
Staples, my clerk, came in paler than ever, and 
clasping his hands, said, ‘Master, he has come!’ 
‘I know it.’ ‘He entered the store and asked if 
James Rivington lived there, I answered yes, sir. 
Is he at home? I will go and see, sir, I said, and 
now master what is to be done? There he is in the 
store and the boys peeping at him from the street.’ 
I had made up my mind. I looked at the Madeira 
—possibly took a glass. Show him up, said I, and 
if such Madeira cannot mollify him he must be 
harder than adamant. There was a fearful mo- 
ment of suspense. I heard him on the stairs, his 
long sword clanking at every step. In he stalked. 
‘Is your name James Rivington ?’ It is, sir, and no | 
man could be more happy to see Colonel Ethan 
Allen. ‘Sir, I have come > Not another word, 
my dear Colonel, until you have taken a seat and 
a glass of old Madeira. ‘ But, sir, | don’t think it | 
proper * Not another word, Colonel; taste this 
wine, I have had it in glass for ten years: old wine 
you know, unless it is originally sound, never im- 
proves by age. He took the glass, swallowed the 
wine, smacked his lips and shook his head approv- 
ingly. ‘Sir, I come * Not another word until 
you have taken another glass, and then, my dear | 
Colonel, we will talk of old affairs, and I have some 
queer events to detail. In short, we finished two 
bottles of Madeira, and parted as good friends as if | 
we had never had cause to be otherwise.” 

Returning to England, we find John Rivington* 
earrying on the old business alone till 17—, when 
he admitted his two sons, Francis and Charles, into 
partnership. Besides the numerous theological 
publications issued by him, he was appointed man- 
aging partner by the proprietors of the standard 
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Paul’s cathedral, and lived upon the most friendly 
terms with most members of the Episcopal bench, 
and was accustomed to repair every alternate Mon- 
day to breakfast with Archbishop Secker, at Lam- 
beth. In May, 1743, he married Elizabeth Miller 
Gosling, sister of Sir Francis Gosling, alderman and 
banker, one of the ancestors of the present firm of 
Gosling of Fleet Street-—by her le had fifteen chil- 
dren. He died February 16, 1793, at the age of sev- 
enty-two; in 1775 he was Master of the Stationers’ 
Company, of which at one time his two brothers and 
his four sons, with himself, were liverymen. At the 
time of his death he was in the commission of the 
peace—was a member of the Common Council—di- 
rector of the Amicable Society, and of the Union Fire 
Office, and a governor of the royal hospitals. He 
left a very moderate fortune, as indeed have all the 
other members of the house—money-making being 
one of the parts of their business that was never 
very clearly understood. 

After Mr. John Rivington’s decease the business 
was vigorously carried on by his two sons, Francis 
and Charles, who in January, 1793, commenced the 
celebrated “ British Critic,” which soon attained an 
extraordinary popularity. It was published monthly 


'at 2s., and before the end of the century had at- 


tained a circulation of 3500: the other partners in 
this undertaking were the Ven. Archdeacon Nares, 
who was editor, and the Rev. W. Beloe, the transla- 
tor of Herodotus.

been exercised by every successive generation, even 
when the carrying of it out has been to their own 
detriment.

RELIGIOUS. 

Crowned and Decrowned, or the Rebel King and the 
Prophet of Ramah. By Rev. S. W. Culver, A. M., 
with an Introduction by the Rev. G. W. Eaton, 
D.D. pp. xiv., 149. Boston: Gould & Lin- 
coln. 

The life of Saul, and his converse with Samuel, 
the prophet of Ramah, form the groundwork of 
this volume. The author states that he has sought 
to realize, by this illustration, the use that may be 
made of Old Testament narrative when veiwed in 
the light of history, and from the position of Chris- 
tian enlightenment, and thus to show that truth pos- 
sesses an interest surpassing that of fiction. There | 
are animadversions upon Episcopacy and Infant 
Baptism, “but,” says Dr. Eaton, very complacently, 
“the principles and tests applied to these cases of 
aberration from revealed truth cannot be gainsaid 
by any sincere and earnest Christian of whatever 
name.” 

The Church Idea, an Essay towards Unity. By 
William Reed Huntington. pp. 235. New York: 
E. P. Dutton & Co. 

This volume contains a series of short papers on 
some of the doctrines of the Episcopal Church, 
comparing them with religious opinion of other 
denominations. It has been prepared especially 
for the use of the general reader, and care has been 
taken to free the arguments from technicalities of 
language or obscurity of allusion.

land onward, like the great builders who built 
slowly and in silence, until, in the fulness of his 
time, he triumphantly points the world to the 
finished edifice, complete “ from turret to founda- 
tion stone.” But Dr. Allibone, while he labored 
not as those without hope, did not labor as those 
who were without strengthening helpers, fit in 
quality, even if few in number. We cannot ven- 
ture into the privacy of his study and refer to her 
whose grace charmed and whose gifts smoothed his 
toilsome path. We may, however, allude to the 
fact that his first volume was dedicated to his then 
publisher, George W. Childs, “ who,” as the author 
states, “has greatly furthered my labors by his 
enterprise and zealous and intelligent interest.” 
We may refer also to the additional fact that the 
author’s dedication in the present volume is‘ to 
my friend, Joshua B. Lippincott, whose enterprise 
enables me to give to the world the completion of 
this work.” The aid of such gentlemen as Mr. 
Childs and Mr. Lippincott will be readily under- 
stood as meaning something, and it is gratifying to 
be able to record another striking instance in which 
the writers of books have done justice to the pub- 
lishers of books. As respects the merits and cha- 
racteristics of the work we might say much. We 
have used the first volume and can speak under- 
standingly with regard to it. We have made 
some examination of the second volume, and are 
strengthened in our opinion of the value of the work. 
Minute criticism may suggest one thing or another ; 
we ourselves could make various remarks touching 
particular articles; but taking the work as a whole, 
we have no hesitation in saying that English 
literature contains nothing in this department so 
valuable, or executed with so much zeal or so much 
general accuracy.

part of their respective series. The differences 
between the intrinsic merits of these different 
editions are for the most part inconsiderable. The 
rivalry is between the publishers and their can- 
vassers, and where the merits of the works are 
about equal, the extent of the introduction of each 
into schools will depend on the energy of the pub- 
lishing houses. As respects Cesar, for instance, 
Anthon did not sufficiently develop grammatical 
drill and accuracy, and Andrews was wanting in 
the collateral information which gave interest to 
Anthon. One was, what might be called a literary 
edition, the other was a schoolmaster’s edition. The 
Cesar of Harkness is a convenience to those who 
use the grammar of Harkness, but it is by no means 
an edition such as we ought to have, combining all 
the topographical, military, geographical, and his- 
torical knowledge which the test calls for, with the 
appropriate pictorial illustrations. We still, for 
school purposes, need a Ceasar, a Virgil, and a 
Cicero, which shall properly blend the grammati- 
cal with the historical, biographical, geographical, 
topographical, and archeological exposition of those 
authors, by addressing the eye, as well as the 
mind of the student, so that the study of these 
authors in an elementary classical course shall be 
really an intellectual as well as a mere grammatical 
gymnastic. The difficulty is that few editions or 
few teachers combine both of these requisites, but
